PROFESSOR PICCARD SAYS 
THEY WILL NOT RETURN. 


Men of the future may fly to Mars or other 
lanets in rocket aeroplanes, but they will not 
“ able to come back. ; 
That is the belief of Professor Piccard, who 
' has ascended higher above the earth s surface 
than anyone else (states euter from 
Washington). 
Professor Piccard estimates that it would 
take 20 tons of explosives to shoot a one-ton 
rocket aeroplane away irom the “ pull ” of 
the earth's gravitation and to get it well 
ptarted on its way to another planet. 
Ten more tons of explosives would be 
meeded to act as a ‘‘ braking force “ when the 
rocket returns to earth, and the Professor 
explains that it would be impracticable for a 
rocket machine to carry so great a weight. 
He also says that study of the cosmic rays, 
for which the Professor made his two famous 
ascents into the stratosphere, may help to 
uniock tremendous energy in atoms, and the 
use of this energy might overcome the difli- 
culties of sending rocket aeroplanes on 
“' round trips ” to other planets.

DISMISSED. 


(GEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND MR. 
JUSTICE O'BYRNE

I am told that orchids, those rare and 
mysteriously shaped blooms which have 
always been regarded as, emblematical of 
Ea ‘rity, are not popular in Ireland. 
n the Dublin Botanic Gardens we have 
one of the finest collections of orchids in 
Europe. Just now they are blooming, 
though for that matter, owing to the 
existence of so many different species, they 
bloom almost all the year round. 

As yet the orchid has not completed its 
century in Europe—or, at least, in our 
Jatitude; for it did not take _ root 
firmly in Kew Gardens until 1845, and 
then there were not more than a dozen 
‘or two to be fouffd there. This exclusive 
growth derived much prestige through 
the patronage of the late Joseph 
Chamberlain, whose orchid button-hole 
was a characteristic feature of his 
attire.

PEAKING at the Dublin Rotary Club 
S weekly luncheon in. the Metropole 
Restaurant yesterday, Mr. Robert 
Thompson (Messrs. Williams and Woods, 
Lid.) said that he had taken chocolate- 
covered sweets as his subject for two reasons 
—first, because he believed it was not widely 
known that this industry dated back for 
hundrerds of years; and, secondly, because 
he believed that there was an impression in 
cne minds of some le that chocolate of 
the same high talon of quality as that 
which was produced in England and on the 
Continent could not be fa: in this country. 
He wanted to dispel that impression, and to 
assure the public that Irish high-class 
chocolates were equal to anything manu- 
factured in Europe. ‘he principal chocolate 
manufacturers in Ireland had installed the 
latest and most efficient plant, and employed 
highly-paid chocolate experts to ensure that 
the standard of Irish chocolates was such 
that they could take their place in any 
market. 

The first record of the use of chocolate, 
said Mr. Thompson, was between the years 
1550 and 1551, in the conquest of Mexico by 
the Spaniards. The Inca’ of Peru had it 
served at their tables in large golden goblets, 
and we read that it was specially served at 
the great Feast of Montesuma, who was very 
fond of this drink, the beverage being served 
to him ‘thirty or forty times a day. The 
natives of Mexico used it as a staple food, 
and it was said that a cupful would sustain 
a man throughout the longest day’s march, 


AS A BEVERAGE. 


It would appear from the available records 
that chocolate was first served as a beverage. 
Chocolate seemed to be ‘confined to the 
Spaniards for many years, and the first 
record of the introduction of chocolate to 
England. was in the year 1657, when, in a 
house im Queen's Head lane, Bishopsgate 
street, London, in the reign of Charles II., 
we read of it as the nectar of chocolate, sold 
by one Mortimer, living in East Smithfield, 
at prices ranging from ós. 8d. per tb. The 
prices of this period were remarkably com- 


surprising if the Appo :

Wexford s. 1il-Wind. 


Although -he public, especially victims 
of rheumatism, neuralgia and ate 
complaints, are always delighted to feel 
the disappearance of the east wind, it is 
not often . at cae hears of similar appre- 
ciation by a public body.

to permit of exiensive dredging operations, 
with the result that since 1905 the depth 
at the bar has from 18 feet to

Jaffa is really the port of Jerusalem, 
the landing-place of all pilgrims to the 
Holy Land. It is as old as the world, and 
since the dawn of history has attracted 
the attention of every warrior bent on 
conquest. Alexander, Napoleon, Richard 
Cour de Lion, Ptolemy and the British 
troops all entered the city as conquerors 
at their different epochs. 


A Storied Past. 


In 318 BC. Ptolemy gartisoned the 
town, while Vespasian in 68 B.C., finding 
it a den of pirates, destroyed it. When 
Alexander conquered Jaffa he established 
a mint there and re-named it Jop The 
Crusaders captured it in 1126 and lost it 
ngain to Saladin in 1187. Richard I. 
(Coeur de Lion) took it in 1191, but it 
was lost again a few years later. Because 
he feared another crusade in 1345, Sultan 
Nazir ed Din Muhammad razed Jaffa to 
the ground. Seemingly prostrate for cen- 
turies after this, it was not until the end 
of the seventeenth century that Jaffa 
began to develop afresh as a port. A 
hundred years afterwards Napoleon came 
on the scene and seized it. In 1917 
British troops entered without opposition. 

To-day Jaffa has a population of some- 
thing over 47,000 inhabitants, mainly com- 
posed of Jews: and Moslems. Over 400 
steamers call annually, and, besides 
oranges, it has a steady export trade in 
corn and leather. Jaffa oranges are the 
finest oranges on the market and come

Satellite phenomena are not frequent at 
convenient hours during ‘the present 
month. The shadow of I. leaves the 

lanet at 8.39 oe on the 7th, but 
i upiter will hardly be high enough above 
the ‘horizon for satisfactory seeing. “ ‘The 
same shadow will be in transit again on 
the 14th, from 8.17 to 10.33 p.m,, when 
there will be a better chance of observing 
it. The shadow of if. will be in transit 
on the 17th, from 6.29 to 10.10 p.m., and 
on the 24th, from 9.3 to 11.44 p.m. It 
will be noted how much more slowly the 
shadow of II. moves than that of I. 

Saturn, having been in Conjunction 
with the Sun on January 27th, is now a 
morning star, but much too close to the 
Sun to be observable. Neptune is in 
Opposition on the 27th, nearly in the same 
region as Mars and Jupiter. 


THE MOON.

The Moon will be in conjunction with 
Mars on the 12th, at 3 p.m., and with 
Jupiter on the same day, at 9 p.m. Con- 
junctions of the Moon with other planets 
—Mercury, Venus and Saturn—are of 
doubtful visibility, being. too near the 
Sun. 

This year is rather remarkable in its 
eclipses. There are only two, both of the 
Sun; which is nothing unusual. The last 
time there were only two eclipses, both of 
the Sun, in one year, was in 1929, and 
the same combination recurs in general 
every four or five years. When there are 
no more than two eclipses in a year, both 
are of the Sun, and nearly always one is 
total and the other annular. This year, 
however, both are: annular—a most un- 
usual occurrence. The last time this 
occurred was in 1915. The eclipse oí the 
present month takes place on the 24th. 
The line of annular eclipse begins in the 
Pacific Ocean, enters the South American 
Continent at Valdivia, and after crossing 
Chile and Argentina, traverses. the 
Atlantic Ocean to the coast of Africa, and 
thence to the south of Arabia. The 
annular phase is visible at Stephanieville, 
in the Belgian Congo Province, and at 
peer i. The next eclipse will be even more 
remarkable. It occurs on the 21st of 
August, beginning on the coast of Tripoli! 
and takes in Alexandria, Jerusalem, 
Bagdad, Delhi and Rangoon, ending on the 
east coast of Australia. In the eclipse of 
the 24th inst. the partial phase will be 
visible from the whole of South America, 
south of latitude 10° $., all of Africa, 
except the Atlas region, all of Arabia, and 
most of Persia and Caucasia. 


THE STARS. 


At midnight on the 1st, 11 p.m. on the 
15th, and 10 p.m. March 2nd. 

On the meridian are Hydra, Cancer and 
Lynx. The fore-part of Ursa Major is 
overhead. - The brilliant, part of the winter 
stars now fills the western quarter. Orion 
and Taurus are drawing near to setting. 
Gemini and the two Dogs are two hours 
past their meridian altitude. Leo is 
approaching the meridian, the Sickle being 
a little more than an hour short of it. 
Virgo and Boótes have just detached them- 
selves from the eastern horizon. Corvus 
and Cratér, two rather inddénspicuous ¢on- 
stellations, are near the south-eastern 
horizon. The bright stars Spica and 
Arcturus are easily recognised in the east, 
Arcturus the higher of the two. Following 
the horizon northwards we find succes- 
sively Corona Borealis, Hercules, and, just 
peering over the horizon, Vega and Deneb 


| —the last almost exactly below the Pole. 


The. Milky Way rises from almost the 
exact north point, takes a wide curve 
westwards, and meets. the horizon again 
nearly due south. Of the bright stars in 
sight, “oy Betelgeuse and Rigel are 
nantes also Deneb: Betélgeuse is one of 
‘those’ recently measured: by means of the 
interferometer, and has proved to be so 
imménse that it could contain the whole 
Solar System out to the orbit of Mars. 
Rigel and. Spica are too distant to be 
measured in this way, but their bright- 
ness shows that they are of quite abnormal 
dimensions. Arcturus, Aldebaran and 
Vega are more moderate in size, but still 
exceed the Sun some forty times. Sirius, 
though the leader of the host of heaven in 
visual brilliance, is one of our nearest 
neighbours, and is bright because he is 
near, not because he is big.

RECITALS. 


THE PRAGUE STRING 
QUARTET. 


The recitals by the Prague String Quartet 
brought large audiences to the Royal Dublin 
Society's Concert Hall at both afternoon and 
evening performances yesterday. The Quartet 
(Richard Zika, first violin; Herbert Berger 
second. violin; Ladislay Cerny, viola, an 
Milos Sadlo, ’cello), in a programme which 
covered Beethoven, Dvorak, Grieg and 
others, played with rare understanding and 
with full appreciation of the different works. 

In the afternoon they gave a beautiful 
rendering of the Beethoven Quartet in F 
Major—-the last of the quartets, published 
3 age There was all that rich 
eauty of tone and warm colouring one ex- 
poses and one thoroughly enjoyed the 
acility with which these players brought out 
the varying shades without sacrificing tone. 
Again at the night ge arate they gave a 
lovely rendering of the Beethoven Quartet in 
D Major—No,. 3 of the six composed about 
1800. One liked the splendid team work of 
the quartet and playing, in which there was 
no striving after solo effects, 

By contrast with the classical Beethoven 
there was in the afternoon the Quartet in F 
Major by Dvorak, founded on nigger 
melodies, real or.imaginary, which resulted 
from the composer 's visit to America, There 
was plenty of atmosphere here, the players 
painting a delightful picture, in which the 
crooning of the negro was well maintained. 

As a sharp contrast, there was at the night 
performance an exotic contribution in the 
form of Five pieces for String Quartet, by 
Erwin Schulhoff, based on Reuter European 
music, The chording was extraordinary, but 
the work jealled® for technigue above the 
average, and it served its pur as show 
piece to bring out the abilities of the different 
players.

This common fine weather form of cloud 
consists of flocculent masses, with more 
or less clear sky between, If the cloudy 
matter in space floats sometimes in such 
flakes, it might cause a bright star behind 
it to flare up,. and again fade out 
irregularly, just as Eta Argus is seen to

BUCHAN’S COLD PERIODS. 


Buchan’s first cold period is due between 
February 7th and 11th. Some theoretical 
meteorologists are inclined to scoff at these 

priods, but an examination of the Green- 
wich tables of average temperatures since 
1841 shows that they are only too well 
founded. Between February 6th and 12th 
there is a drop in the averages of 0.8°. 

The most marked and also the most un- 
failingly punctual of the cold 
that in April ; and there is the drop in the 
averages unmistakably distinct. By the 
Sth of April the temperature has risen to 
46.3°. By the 11th it has fallen 
45.8° and does not again 
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parable with the prices of to-day, but, accord- 
ing ta the New England Weekly Journal of 
May Ist, 1727, the price of chocolate had 
jumped to 9s. per lb. It would appear that 
this increase in price followed the develop- 
ment of chocolate from a beverage to what 
we know it to-day. 

There was a very interesting note in 
Pepy’s Diary of 1661, which reads as follows: 
“ Waked in the morning with my head in 


which I am very sorry for, so rose and went 
out with Mr. Creed to drink our morning 
draft, which he did give me in chocolate to 
settle my stomach,” 

Proceeding, Mr. Thompson said that the 
most important ingredients of chocolate were 
cocoa beans from West Africa, South 
America, Trinidal, Granada and Ceylon. 


PACKING DEVELOPMENT. 


Having described the process of manufac- 
ture he said that the chocolate trade during 
the last twenty-five years had made rapid 
strides, and reduced prices had followed the 
increased consumption. The plant for the 
manufacture of chocolate was a very expen- 
sive one. Possibly the earliest mention of a 
chocolate-making machine was in the adver- 
tisement addressed to the Bon Ton in 1703, 
referring to cheap imitations of the article. 
Lhe packing of chocolates had developed 
very rapidly during the last twenty years, 
and chocolates were now packed in the most 
enticing and hygenic boxes and containers, 
with expensive tinfoil and ceJophrse which 
made the packet virtually airtight. In the 
last few years public taste had been in the 
direction of expensive design, labels and 
boxes, apd large houses had created design- 
ing depai ® ents for the creation of expensive 
labels, etc. 


MARKETING DIFFICULTY. 


The rng ag. of chocolates in this 
country, said Mr. Thompson, was not an easy 
one, owing to the wet climate, and it was, 
therefore, necessary for the retailers to exer- 
cise great care in storage. Dampness or 
extreme heat were fatal to chocolates. The 
prices which were charged for high class 
chocolates in this country were comparable 
with those charged. in Great Britain, 4s. per 
lb. being the most popular price for choco- 
lates in both countries. 

In the year 1929 appreximately 3,000 tons, 
the sterling value of hich was £509,000 odd, 
was consumed in the Irish Free State. More 
than half of this amount was imported. The 
irish chocolate manufacturers had been 
gradually increasing their cutput since the 
recent tariff, and when imported stocks were 
completely exhausted, employment should be 
given to over 1,000 people in this industry. 
The chocolate trade was a growning one, and 
the public could be assured that there was 


no more nutritidus sweet made than choco- Í 


late. 

in conclusion, Mr. Thompson pointed out 
that the recent tariff had helped the industry 
enormously, and that there had been no in- 
crease in price as a result of that tariff.

DUTCH MASTERPIECES 
FOUND IN JAPAN. 


VALUABLE PAINTINGS IN 
MUSEUM STORE. 


Two masterpieces by the 17th century 
Dutch painter, Bartholomaeus Van Der Helst, 
have just been discovered in Japan. One is 
a portrait of King William III. of England.

TWO YEARS' WORK 
REVIEWED. 


Mr. P. Sugrue (' An Seatac “) presided at 
the annual meeting of the Folklore Society 
(Cumann le Bealoideas Hireann), which was 
held last night at 35 Upper Merrion street, 
Dublin. 

The financial statement for the period from 
January list, 1931, to December 3lst, 1932, 
showed that the income of the Society was 
£718. The outlay for that period, including 
printing, postage, etc., was £411, leaving a 

alance of £307 in bank. In addition, there 
were a sum of £158 on deposit and £155 
invested in Savings Cert.ficates. 

The membership of the Society was stated 
to be over 600. : i 

Dr. Caitlin Maolchroin said that the 
Society was progressing very satisfactorily, 
but «ol thought that they should have at 
least a thousand members. It was regret- 
tab'e that many members forgot to forward 
their subscriptions. 

Mr. James Delargy, M.A., editor of the 
Society’s Journal, gave an account of the 
work done by him throughout the country 
in the collection of folklore during the past 
year. Most of the material. that was pub- 
lished in the Journal came from the collec- 
tion which belongs to the Folklore Institute. 


He mentioned that from one man in Conne- 


mara he obtained as much folklore as would 
fill 700 or 800 pages of the Journal. There 
was nothing like that to be said of any 
other district. Were it not for the help that 
they got from the Rockefeller Foundation 
there would be no collection worth talking 
about. They had several subscribers from 
foreign countries. They had no collectors in 
the Ulster counties.

‘‘as complete a collapse as we have seen. 
She was, in fact, dead.” 

Coramine was injected into her veins, and 
adrenalin into her heart, and the long fight 
began. It lasted all night. In the morning 
the surgeon and the theatre staff saw signs 
of rallying. The fight was over. Science had 
won, The operation has proved a complete 
success. The wounds are healed, and the 
patient enjoys her usual meals and the life oí 
a norma! convalescent. 

In a few weeks’ time she will return to h 
home, ‘which by all the rules of nature, she 
should never have seen again. 

Both in Britain and on the Continent many 
cases have been reported of breathing being 
restored at varying periods after the heart 
had stopped, but im most cases death was 
merely delayed.

Hitler and Hindenburg. 


Adolf Hitler, formerly a corporal in the 
Army, has become Chancellor of the 
German Reich. This son of á petty Cus- 
toms official in Upper Austria has not 
stepped into the shoes of Bismarck as an 
apostle of proletarian liberty; he repre- 
sents the most extreme form of German 
conservatism, having drawn his inspira- 
tion, such as it is, from Benito Mussolini. 
Herr Hitler’s rise to power has been one 
of the most dramatic events of the post- 
War period in Europe; but events have 
moved very swiftly in Germany. General 
von Schleicher, the only German Chan- 
cellor who never even met the Reichstag, 
was dismissed in summary fashion by Pre- 
sident von Hindenburg. He had been unable 
to secure a parliamentary majority, and 
had offended the President by his leanings 
towards the Left. Then Baron von 
Papen, who is von Hindenburg’s personal 
favourite, tried to form a Government, 
but, largely because Hitler refused to give 
him the necessary support, he also failed. 
The President did not wish Hitler to 
become Chancellor; but when yon Papen 
abandoned his attempt to form a Govern- 
ment. he. was left with no reasonable 
alternative. Herr Hitler was summoned to 
the President’s Palace, and was appointed 
formally as Chancellor of the Reich. 

The personnel of his new Government 
indicates that Herr Hitler has been forced 
to accept certain compromises. Baron von 
Neurath very wisely has been retained at 
the Foreign Office; Baron von Papen 
becomes Vice-Chancellor, and Baron 
Schwerin von Krosigk will remain at the 
Treasury. Herr Hitler, however, has 
appointed several of his own supporters 
to important posts. Herr Seldte, who 
is the leader of the Steel Helmet 
organisation, becomes Minister for 
Labour; Captain Goering, President 
of the Reichstag, is Minister with- 
out portfolio, and General von Blom- 
berg is Minister for Defence. Herr 
Funk, of the Brown Shirt organisation, 
will take control of the Press Department, 
one of the most important offices in the 
Ministry, and another prominent Nazi, in 
the-person.of Herr Lammers, will become 
Under-Secretary to the Chancellor, and his 
political adviser. Thus the so-salled 
Harzburg Front has been established. The 
Nazis, the German Nationalists and the 
Steel Helmet groups, for the moment, at 
any rate, have reconciled their differences ; 
and when the Reichstag meets on next 
Tuesday it is quite possible that the new 
Chancellor. will have a parliamentary 
majority. Everything depends on the 
Centre and the Bavarian People’s Party. 
Hitherto they have refused to support 
Herr Hitler; but they now may decide to 
‘tolerate ’’. him. If they reject him, 
another general election will be declared, 
and the new Chancellor will appeal to the 
country with the slogan “ Hitler and 
Hindenburg.”’ 

Every nation gets the Government which 
it deserves, and, so far as the Nazi policy 
is directed towards the solution of Ger- 
many’s internal problems, the rest of the 
world will be merely interested spectators. 
Doubtless, the new Chancellor will find 
some embarrassment in the disposition of

The prospect, however unpleasant for the 
Free State farmer, is very attractive to his 
English colleague, who is obtaining a grip 
upon many markets that virtually had 
been monopolised by Irish goods. Never- 
theless, even the farmer is afflicted by the 
weight of taxation, and cannot expect real 
prosperity until it is relieved. Sooner or 
later the Government must investigate 
those social services which form the bulk 
of the national expenses, and must devise 
& means to reduce them. England is 
living far beyond her income, and most 
of her expenditure is devoted to unpro- 
ductive and undesirable purposes. 


The Danish Way. 


The Socialist Government of Denmark 
has taken a bold step. Like other agri- 
cultural .countries, Denmark suffers 
severely from the general depression of 
trade. Her exports have fallen and her 
farmers are getting smaller prices for 
them. Much of her shipping is idle; her 
agriculture’s reduced purchasing power is 
failing to support native industry. Indeed, 
thé only gleam on Denmark’s horizon at 
this time is furnished by her increasing 
chance to oust—with Mr. de Valera’s:aid 
—her principal competitor from the 
British market. To-day there are nearly 
200,000 unemployed in Denmark; and 
there is imminent danger that a lock-out 
by the largest employers of Jabour may add 
100,000 to this number. The employers 
maintain that they cannot “carry on ” 
without an all-round reduction of wages ; 
the trade unions refuse to accept any 
reduction, and the proposed lock-out is the 
}employers’ reply. In these circumstances 


bill which makes all strikes and locks-out 
illegal for one year from to-morrow. 
The bill may become law, but the Prime 
Minister has not explained the Govern- 
ments plan for its enforcement. On 
the one hand, no law can prevent a 
strike when. any large body of workers 
is resolved upon it. On the other 
hand, the Danish: employers urge 
that they cannot be compelled to 
keep their plant in action when every 
day of such action brings them nearer to 
bankruptcy. They suggest that—apart 
from wage reduction—the solution of the 
present distress and the cure of unemploy- 
ment must be found in such a depreciation 
of the currency as will increase returns 
from the farmers’ agricultural exports. 
This view may prevail, since the Left 
Party supports it; and the passage of the 
Government’s bill may be accompanied by 
a further depreciation of the krone. The 
Irish Free State’s present. Government, 
definitely Socialist in character, may be 
expected to take a keen interest in the 
Danish Government's experiment. A rail- 
way strike began last night in Northern 
Ireland, and the Free State railways may 
be involved even before the 30th April, 
when the Government's subsidy will be 
withdrawn. | 


Indian Terrorists. 


Last week the authorities in India un- 
masked a widespread conspiracy for the 
disruption of law and order by terrorist 
methods. The suspicions of the Criminal 
Investigation Department had been 
aroused by numerous cases of the posses- 
sion of unlicensed arms and ammunition. 
On further search, documents were dis- 
covered, and the police realised that a 
large and dangerous body of revolutionaries 
was terrorising various districts, and was 
preparing to extend its activity over the 
whole area of Northern India and Madras. 
Prompt steps were taken to deal with the 
menace. The police carried out numerous 
raids and house searches, in the course 
of which fifty arrests were made, and a 
mass of revolutionary material was 
captured. There were arms and ammuni- 
tion, plans for a campaign of intimidation, 
diagrams for the construction of bombs, 
seditious correspondence, and all the rest 
of the terrorist paraphernalia; and the 
conspiracy, although discovered, has not 
yet ceased to be formidable. The 
British Government frequently is re- 
proached by people who know nothing 
of Indian conditions for the weight with 
which its hand is lying upon the jnal- 
contents. Thousands of prisoners \are 
confined in Indian jails; seditious meeti 
are broken up constantly, and “ demon- 
strations ” are barred with prompt vigour. 
Nevertheless, it is evident from such 
government could not last in India wit 
recourse to stern methods.

COLONEL SIR ‘WILLIAM |

Wen . eho hounce the death of Colonel 
Sir eth ylor, K.B.E., C.B., M.D., 
which took place suddenly at his residence, 
Fitzwilliam square, Dublin, last Sunday even. 
ing, at the age of .62 years. The pass- 
ing of this noted Irish surgeon and teacher 
has come as a very great shock to his many 
friends arid colleagues ; for as late as Sunday 
morning he. went ón his usual rounds in the 
city hospitals with which he was associated, 
appearing to his colleagues and students to 
be in his usual robust health. At mid-day he 
visited Sir Patrick Dun’s Hospital. Among 
the patients there was one who was very | e 
ill, and before he left he told the house 
surgeon not to fail to call him on the tele- d 
phone ig the evening, and inform him as to 
the patient’s condition, house surgeon 
did telephone late in the evening, but Sir 
William evict was then dead. This instance | h 
is typical of the extreme care for his patients | t 
that characterised the great surgeon throngh- 
out his busy life. When access to hospitals 
was not as easy and as swift as it is to-day 
Surgeon Taylor was known, after he had per- 
formed a serious operation, to sleep in the 
hospital that night so that he would be with- 
in instant call if he were needed. 

Born at Castle Fin, County Donegal, in 
1871, Sir William Taylor received his ear! 
education at Strabane Academy, from which 
he entered the Royal College of Surgeons, 
Dublin, qualifying as a surgeon in 1893. He 
had a very brilliant medical course, receiy- 
ing the gold medal for operative surgery, the 
Mayne Scholarship, and the first prize in 
medicine’ and surgery.

NO-CONFIDENCE. DEBATE

CAPE TOWN, Monday. 


HERE was a remarkable scene in the 
Union House of Assembly to-day 
during the debate on General Smuts’s 
motion calling on the Governnient to 
resign and give place to a National 
Government. 

General Kemp, the Minister of Agri- 
culture, after referring to the followers of 
Mr. Tielman Roos as renegades, regretted 
that Dr. Reitz, a Transvaal. Nationalist 


‘member, had not “taken the honourable 


course of tendering his resignation to test 
the attitude of his constituents.”’ 

Dr. Reitz thereupon leapt to his feet 
and shouted a challenge to the Minister 
to resign. 

Amid uproar Mr. Steytler, who is also 
a follower of Mr. Tielman Roos, also rose 
and shouted: “ If the Minister will band 
in his resignation to-night I will hand in 
mine.”’ 

In a heated atmosphere the Minister 
went on to suggest that Dr. Reitz was a 
‘* disappointed job-seeker.’’ 


“CROSSES THE FLOOR.” 


Dr. Reitz rose and said that, in view of 
the Minister’s statement, he would cross 
the floor of the House, which he did amid 
turbulent scenes. 

Mr. Moll, another Nationalist, who sup- 
‘ports Mr. Roos, walked across the floor io 
talk to Dr. Reitz. He explained later 
that his action had been misunderstood, 
and that he was not “ crossing the floor,”’ 
but had merely walked across to talk to 
Dr. Reitz. 

Mr. Havenga, the Minister of Finance, 
who resumed the debate, strongly denied 
that the Government could have remained 
on gold, and that they had left it on 
account of the dissatisfaction of their own 
followers, 

He. read a letter from the Governor of 
the Reserve Bank, written at the end of 
December, declaring that political develop- 
ments had resulted in such a run on the 
banks that the position would become un- 
tenable within a few days unless the 
Government relieved the Reserve Bank of 
the obligations to redeem notes in gold. 


AMELIORATING SUFFERING. 


Mr. Havenga concluded by declaring 
that the abandonment of the gold standard 
would not bring new money into the 
country, and simply meant that certain 
sections of the public would benefit at the 
expense of others. The Government was 
remaining in office because it considered it 
to be its duty to see that those sectioas 
who would suffer did not suffer too 
severely. 

Mr. Christie, a member of the Labour 
Party, moved an amendment suggestin 
the retirement of General Smuts te 
General Hertzog, though without naming 
them.

secure a new non-racial alignment, but 
the amendment was ruled out by the 
Speaker as unconstitutional, as it re- 
flected on two members of the House. 

Mr. Christie made a vehement pro-gold 
standard speech. He ridiculed the Govern- 
ment’s proposal to tax profits on exchange 
dealings. 

The debate was adjourned until Feb- 
ruary Ist.

HERR HITLER IN 
OFFICE. 


In a leading article on the appointment 
of Herr Hitler to the Chancellorship in 
Germany The Times to-day observes :— 
What the immediate attitude of the 
German people will be must depend upon 
the outcome of the negotiations between 
the Chancellor and the leaders of the 
Clerical parties. The Nazi-Nationalist 
Coalition is still a minority Government. 
It has about 270 seats in a Reichstag of 
584, and represents, perhaps, 41 per cent. 
of the electorate. The Catholic, Centre 
and the Bavarian People’s Party have 
some ninety seats—about 15 per cent. of 
the voting population of Germany are 
with them—and their entry into the 
Coalition would give Herr Hitler a 
majority in the Reichstag, and might 
revive German parliamentary life. But 
there are serious practical obstacles to an 
alliance between the Nazis and the 
Clericals, who have condemned much of 
the Nazi propaganda on religious and 
moral erou ids. 

If Herr Hitler, by over-playing his 
hand, fails to obtain or loses Clerical 
support, o- again, if the Harzburg front 
ives way owing to the radical differences 

tween the economic doctrines of 
Nationalist and Nazi, then the new 
Chancellor may well be tempted to dis- 
pense with Parliament altogether. 

Our Berlin Correspondent has pointed 
out the risks inherent in the fact that 
the Brown Army is now the private army 
of the Chancellor, and that Captain 
Goring controls the police in the capital 
and over more than half Germany, in the 
monarchist tendencies of Herr Hitler’s 
Nationalist allies, and in the’ possibility 
that the army may be less neutral now 
that General von Schleicher has departed. 
An agreement between the new 
ment and the Centre parties might, at 
least, postpone this danger, and by giving 
the Nazis some experience of administra- 
tion and of co-operation assist their con- 
version into-a constitutional party; but 
in the last resort the future of German 
parliamentarism appears to depend 
mainly upon the unknown quantity of 
Herr Hitler's constructive powers, and of 
his ability for the first time to exercise 
power with responsibility,

Although Mr. J. M. Andrews (Northern Minister of Labour) had 


offered to preside yesterday at any further conference, his services were not 


required, 


It is announced that the railway companies will endeavour to run 


skeleton services. 


The Great Northern Company believes that not more 


_ than two-thirds of its locomotive staff will cease work, and that a consider- 
able number of its platform staff will refuse to strike. 


_ The railway clerks last night decided to take no part in the present 
strike, but to await what they regard as an inevitable issue when the Free 


‘State railway subsidy expires. 


In the meantime, traders in Belfast have organised motor lorry services 
for the transport of their goods, and to ensure the bread and newspaper 


supplies. 


Two of the three railway unions already are involved in the stoppage 


on the Free State section of the Great Northern Line. 


A meeting of the 


National Union of Railwaymen last night in Dublin appointed a strike com- 
mittee, and arranged for picketing as from to-day. 


It was announced that Mr. Watters, of the National Union of Rail- 
waymen, had informed the Great Southern Railway that if any attempt 
were made to disconnect the signal cabin at Amiens street, which operates 
the signals for both companies, the strike would be extended to the Great 


Southern Line. 


The County Down Railway is not affected by the strike, 


AMIENS STREET AFFECTED. 


The employés of the Great Northern 
Railway. Company at Amiens Street Sta- 
tion, Dublin, went on strike shortly after 
midnight. They received the 12.20 train 
from Howth, which was the last one to 
run on the system. 

The railway management displayed 
posters on prominent parts of the plat- 
form intimating that the Great Northern 
Railway Company and the London, Mid- 
land and Scottish Railway Company 
(Northern Counties Committee) would not 
be responsible for loss, damage or delay 
as the result of the dispute. The notice 
added :—‘* While it may not be possible 
to continue normal services, every effort 
will be made to minimise inconveniences 
to the public.’ 

The 9.40 p.m. goods train, which was 
due to leave Amiens street for Belfast, 
was cancelled when it became evident that 
it would not arrive before the decision to 
strike had been put into effect there. This 
train was fully toadea with merchandise, 
and the goods. now lie at Amiens Street 
Station. A goods train which left Belfast 
in the evening, and was due to arrive at 
Amiens Street Station at about 1.30 this 
morning, was supposed to have been 
stopped on the way, and pulled into an 
intermediate station, but ultimately it ar- 
rived at Dublin, where it was driven 
in to the sheds after midnight. At 
the urgent request of a station official 
the train was not left on the 
permanent way, because of the danger of 
pilfering and of damage to the goods 
through undue exposure. 

The station was deserted at 12.30 a.m. 
by members of the night staff, who usually 
work until 6 a.m, 

The permanent way in the station was 
filled with rolling stock which had been 
driven in and left unattended. Engine 
fires were raked out and the clinkers died 
on the rails. 

The only man left at Amiens street at 
1 o'clock this morning was the Station 
Foreman.

SOUTHERN RAILWAYS MAY 
BE AFFECTED, 


From Ovur INDUSTRIAL. CORRESPONDENT. 


A very serious situation has developed 
as a result of the failure of negotiations 
between the railwaymen’s unions and the 
Associated Irish Railway Companies.

The railway companies and the men’s 
unions in Belfast to-day completed 
arrangements for the stoppage of regular 
services on the railway systems in 
Northern Ireland at midnight to-night. 
The railwaymen have been called out also 
on the section of the Great Northern Rail- 
way which operates in the Irish Free 
State.

On the L.M.S. line the last train from 
Belfast left at 11.15 p.m., arriving at 
Whitehead at 11.58. The system then was 
closed for the night, as there is no regular 
service of goods trains after midnight. 

On the Great Northern Railway the 
ordinary course is to run goods trains 
during the night, and it is not known how 
these services will be affected. 


A SKELETON SERVICE

COMPANIES’ PROJECT. 


It is understood that the railways in- 
tend to run skeleton services from Belfast 
and other centres, and it is believed that 
a number of railwaymen will not partici- 
pate in the strike. 

An official of the Great Northern Rail- 
way at Belfast stated that only a small 
portion of the platform staff would obey 
the decision of the railway unions’ execu- 
tives, and he was of the opinion that not 
more than two-thirds of the locomotive 
men would come out. 

The railways have recruited a temporary 
skeleton clerical staff, which they believe 
will be capable of dealing with such 
traffic as may be offered. 

Some of the larger Belfast firms have 
organised a fleet of motor lorries to carry 
provisions throughout the province, and 
bread firms, particularly, have made 
adequate arrangements to“ensure norma! 
bread deliyeriés. The newspapers have 
arranged for motor distribution.

LOSSES THROUGH |” 


SHIP FIRES. 


UNDERWRITERS AND 
RECENT CASES. 


** Underwriters during the past five years 
have paid many million pounds for ship fire 
losses, and the recent disasters by fire on 
large passenger liners have again focussed 
attention on risks arising from fires at sea,”’ 
said Mr. 8. D. Grundy (chairman) at the 
annual meeting of the Liverpool Under- 
writers’ Association yesterday. 

The average of ship fires from 1922 to 
1952, he said, was four hundred a year, 
but the claims had greatly increased because 
of fires in passenger liners. These liner fires 
had become a problem in themselves. It was 
satisfactory to know that the British per- 
centage of fires was relatively low. 

It was useless to theorise as to the causes 
of these fires, but as regards prevention, the 
Association believed that the best safeguard 
was the organisation and maintenance of a 
thoroughly effective system of fire control at 
all times, whether the vessel was in commis- 
sion or not, for they knew that fires 
occurred from very simple causes. 

Only recently it’ was known that a well 
known British firm of shipowners had to 
cable to their vessels abroad a warning, for- 
bidding the practice of _ radiators being 
attached to electric fans. Prompt action, 
such as that, was most commendable, and it 
probably was a sidelight on the fact that 
fires in British ships were not really exces- 
sive. 

Of: the fourteen millions of world’s ship- 
ping tonnage laid up, some shipping experts 
estimated that one-third was already obsolete. 
When trade improved, many of these ships 
would be put into commission, and repairs 
would go up; so underwriters would have to 
be careful to see that such vessels were 


adequately rated.

HISTORY OF AN OBSOLETE 
WEAPON. 


as 


Mr. J. G. Mann, speaking recently at the 
rooms of the Society of Antiquaries, Burli 
ton House, London, on “The History of the 
Sword,’’ said that no weapon had occupied so 
large a place in man's imagination as the 
sword. 

It had been the symbol of war, of justice, 
of civic dignity and of knighthood. Swords 
with miraculous properties were prominent 
in legends and romance, and it was a flaming 
sword with which the Angel drove o ir 
ancestors from the Garden of Eden. “The full 
history of the sword had yet to be written 
8:: Richard Burton had stopped after his first 
volume, and the speaker after nine yea 
work found the end still far from sight, s 
the history of the sword was bound up with 
the history of mankind. 

The bronze leaf-shaped swords which had 
been found in considerable numbers through- 
out Europe were usually badly balanced, and 
had not a good cutting edge. More practic al 
bronze swords of a pointed variety were u! 
common, though they had been found as far 
apart as Crete and Ireland. Of the transition 
age from bronze to iron many fine swords had 
been unearthed, some with large mushroomed- 
shaped hilts, while the most striking swords 
of the iron age proper were the Iberian 
faleatas, curved swords with blades closely 
resembling the Ghurka bun. The Roman 
sword was of two kinds, a long and a short 
sword, straight-bladed, with a globular pommel 
and shaped grip. 

Viking swords were important not only for 
their fine quality, but because the medieval 
knightly sword proceeded directly from them, 
lt wag simplicity of form and balance whi 
made the medigval knightly sword remark- 
able, It was a “dun cor weapon with a 
round of brazil-nut shaped pommel, and the 
quillons gradually jncreased in length. The 
swords were usually two-edged for shriking, 
as well as pointed for thrusting, but the 
was also a curved single-edged sword or 
faichion for cutting, and a later devel lopment 
was the bastard or “ hand-and-a-half ” sword, 
which enabled the owner to use both hands 
if necessary, 

With the Renaissance the disuse of armour 
and the wearing of swords in civilian costun 
necessitated a growing complication 
guards to the hand, developing into the s 
called “* swept ”’ and basket- hilted swords of 
the sixteenth century, and the first half of 
the seventeenth century,

PAST. 


'INTENSIVE RESEARCH IN 
PROGRESS. 


Never has there been so much activity 
among archeologists as at the present, tin 
especially in the search for truth about the 
ancient cities and peoples of Bible lands. 

No fewer than five expeditions are n 
at work. 

Professor Garstang,-who- has been engaged 
in archeological research for thirty-six y: 
is mow excavating the site of the Royal 
Palace at Jericho. 

Sir Flinders Petrie, in the 80th year 
his age and the fifty- eighth year of his v 
as explorer and excavator, is again search 
the ruins of the ancient city of Gaza, acco 
panied by Lady Petrie, who is as ardent an 
archeologist as. himself, 

At Tell Difweir (the ancient city 
Lachish, fortified by Selomon’s 
Rehoboam) Mr. J. LL. Starkey, a young ma 
who worked in Palestine for several seasc: 
with Sir Flinders Petrie, is breaking f: 
ground, and has already discovered relics ' 
pottery which date from 1350 B./., the tim 
of Joshua. 

In Mesopotamia an expedition organised 
by Oxford University and the Field Museum 
of Chicoga has just un work on what 
is believed to be the site of the city of 
Agade, the capital of Sargon. the Great, who 
flourished about 4,700 years ago in Jerich 

Finally, there is the expedition which left 
London this week under the auspices of the 
British Museum and the leadership of Mr 
M. E. L. Mallowan. to conduct excavatio: 
in the neighbourhood of Nineveh for the 
British School of Archmology in Iraq. 

These represent an impressive volume of 
work, and are certain to add a 
great deal to our knowledge of the events 
and les mentioned in the Scriptures 
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
